Boerox, Feb. A.— By the breaking of a 
rail an express train leaving Boston Frl- 
dar evening wa* precipiuted through a 
bridge near Woodatock, Vt Fire then 
broke out, conauming the wreck. TTiirty- 
three bodies have been recovered, ami it is 
supposed the total number at lives lost 
will reach forty or over, while there 
Is a large number of wounded, some of 
whom will dlo. Most of the bodies recov- 
ered are simply charred trunks, totally un- 
reoogQliable. Boven or eight bodiea wore 
to-day indentlfled by frienda, and maay 
heart-rending scene* were witnessed. It 
to utterly impossible to identify more than 
ten or twelve of those recovered, the 
clothing being entirely gone and the 
bodies burned to a crisp. Little idea 
can be formed of the difllcultles 
in the way of obtalaiag a report of the ac- 
cident that would give the public a correct 
Idea of the condition of things at the time 
of the aci'ident, and ever since the ther- 
momotor has rogUtered from five degrees 
to fifteen degree* below sero. The suffer- 
ing from cold waa intense. There are only 
two or three farm honae* within two mil** 
of the wreck, aad tb**a an flUad with 
wounded.
